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The Great Issue between the President and

the People.
Wz have already shown, in a previous article,
that the lssue between the President and the
people, as represcatedin  Congress, does not
necessarily Involve the legal effeet of the Re-
bellion upon the status of the Rebel States,
inasmuch as both parties agree «that at the
close of the Rebellion there were no State
Governments in those States. Nor does i
tnvolve the question of the legality nnd right-
fulness of imposing conditions upon the late
Rebel communities as a precedent to their
admisslon to political power in the Union,
since both parties agree that conditions may
be imposed. Nor does it lnvolve the question
of the right of & State, with a legal State
Government, and whose relations have not
boeen disturbed by the Rebellion, to be repre-
sented In the Government of the Union, for
both pariies concede that right. The true
issue comprebends vastly more than these
questions, Comprehensively stated, 1t s
this :—Shall the legislative power of the Gov-
ernment remain where the Constitution fixes
it, with the people as represented in Con-
gress, or shall il be exercised by the Presi-
dent at his discretion and pleasure? And
this issne arises in connection with the most
important subject of legislation which has
engaged the atteution of the American people
since they became a nation, viz, the settle-
ment of the vast and far-reaching quescions
growing out of our late fearful war. The
igsue, it will be seen, goes to the very essence
of our republican form of government, and
embraces the vital element of the Federal
Constitution.

The popular struggle for liberty during the
last three hundred years may be said to have
culminated in the establishment In the Consti-
tution ol the United States of the principle,
that to the people belongs the right to make
their own laws, This Is the fundamental idea
of that instrument. In every partof it the as-
sumption is constantly made that the people
are supreme, Congress is established as the
great popular branch of the Government,
elected directly by the people, specially re-
presenting the people, responsible to nobody
but the people, and invested with sole legis-
lative powers. So carefully Is the supremucy
of this branch of the Government securaed,
thaz everyofficer of the Government is dicectly
responsible to it for official misconduct, and
linble to impeschment and removal, while
Congress itsell is responsible only to the
people whose immediate agent aud represen-
tative it is. No oflicer of the Government
has a right to act without the authority ol
law, and Congress alone is the law-makmg
power,

The President is simply the Executive
His functions are limited and clearly defined,
Whatever he does he must do upon the
authority of law. He can initiate nothing,
originate nothiny, Outside of the law, he
has no more power than the humblest citizon,
He cannot make law, nor impart to anything
the binding force of law. He cannot, like an
emperor, issue an edict or promulgate a
decree. Any attempt to do so, and to give it
the claracter of law, is mere usurpation.
His simple function I8 to execute, not his own
will or his own policy, but that of the people
as expressed through their representatives in
Congress assembled,

With this clear conception of the constitu
tional functious of Congress and the Presi-
dent before us, we are at once qualified to

decide that President Johuson's entire work

of reconstruction, or, in other words, what he |

calls his “‘policy,” as far as it has been prose-
cuted, Is an indisputable usurpation of legis-
lative powers; and that, too, on a most dan-
gerous and gigantic scale. It Is a sweeping
overtkrow of the Constitution. Where in
the Constitution, or in the statute books, 18
there any law, or shadow of law, aulhorizing
President Johnson to appolat Governors, to
call Constitutional Conventlons, to preseribe
rules and regulations for the conduct of clec-
tions, to detine the qualifications ol electors—
in a word, to create so-called State Govern-
ments, and give them an assumed status in
the Union? This work, in its essential char-
acter, is purely [legislative, and not at all
executive, And it Is legislative work ol
the most important character with
which no ordinary leglslation e¢an for
& moment be compared. and yet one
man, by his own ipse dizif, nssumes to give
it validity. Were we to some day find 1a our
public journals a decree from Andrew John-
pon, eatablishing a new system of internal
revenue, and particularly prescriblug all its
features, creating new clagses ol oflices, fix-
lng the pay of the incumbents, thelr duties,
the length of time for which they were to
hold, aud the tull detalls of such a system,
men of all parties would hold up their bands
in horror and cry “usurpation I” But such a
deoree would be & usurpation no more real,
and far less sweeping and dangerous, than
thw attempt of Andrew Johuion tocreate State
Governments in the late Rebel communities,
to give them standing in the Union, and to
settle by his own will and on his own terms the
vast and momentous issues growing out of
the Iate dreadiul war,

This, then, is the great jgsue between Pre-
sident Johnson and CQongress—Shall the
people’s right (o make the laws and to de-

vl;m_-lha policles of the nation be u;nlnulmd.

this overshadowing ssue, all questions of {he
President's private character and habita, all
his foolish 8 ecches, all his partisan removals
from office, sink into the merest Insignaif-
eance, Thoy are but the incidenta to this
great question. They are but the offshoots
ol that giant trunk of usurpation known as
“My Policy.” %

We will add but n siogle remark. This
issuc must be met, Tt cannot be evaded. The
usurpation continues, and stands in the way
of all attempts to restore. order and pros-
perity to the nation. OCongress s fighting a
greater battle for popular rights and for our
constitutional form of government than has

Behind It 18 a waiting nation, ebafing ander
the base betrayal of its confldence by a faith-
less Executive, and Impatient at his pro-
longed attempt to usurp Jhose supreme fune-
tiong which the prople have reserved to
themselyes alone,

“I'o the Yourg Men of America.”
Lagr night the Right Rev. Dr. Clark, Bishop
of Rhode Island, preached a sermon “To the
Young Men of Amerien,” an abstract of
which we furnish on our eighth page. Our
report, although faithfal, and as tull as cir-
cumstances would allow, does not do justice
to the foree, furvor, and eloquence of the
reverend orator. His address was bot nomi-
nally to young men, and in reality treated
ot dll subjects, with no special applica-
tion to the class addressed. It wes a soul-
stirring appeal to the young men of America,
that clnss from which our future Presidents
and Legislators, Bishops and Professors,must
be drawn, and who will have a most control-
ling influence in declding the destiny of our
race, The sermon was not a collection of
glittering platitudes, pleasant to the ear,
but lifeless to the braln or the heart
It was able, yet not pedantic. It breathed
of the enthusinsm of youth. He spoke
of young men as though he was one of
them, and, while showing the way of duty,
said rather “Come with me,” than “Go as 1
direct,” We need a few more such sermons
to throw lile and interest into these mestings,
which, though nominally for young men, are
too often thronged with an audience of the
other sex. We hope that Bishop Clark will
repeat this same address before an audience
which will conslst exclusively of those for
whose ears it was inteaded.
